If it lias been predicted in the past by various parties 
that Tikvah will dissolve as soon as conditions will allow 
Its members to leave Shanghai en masse, this prediction can 
now be rejected in the face of the recent resolution drafted 
by Tikvah! s 'Executive Comitt ee and unanimoiisly accepted by 
the members . 

This resolution, which in its seven points forms a bas* 
is on which Tikvah can be re-activated in the United States, 
in a manner and forra most suitable to the existing conditions 
there, is ample proof of the serious intention prevailing in 
Tilcvali to keep the club alive and to continue the bonds of 
friendship, which are the outstanding characteristic of this 
organisation. It is further proof that the members have came 
to realise the great possibilities which might arise out of 
the re-activation of Tilcvali in the United States, where a 
much wider scope ’would enable us to fulfil our directives In 
a more literal manner than here. Of course, these possibil- 
ities might annear Utooian at the present time, but then we 
must not forget that during the early 3tages of our eccisbance 
it was also regarded Utopian to believe that the club would 
last longer than two or three months. , . 

However, be this as it may, our first task will be to 

bring about the reconvention of Tikvah according to the res© 
olution, which will substitute our present constitution upon 
the time of • inactivation of the club here. This task, as can 
be foreseen, will not be an easy one. As we have already at 
an earlier time pointed out, many difficulties are apt to 
arise which can hardly be visualised now. It will take a lot 
of work and initiative on the part of the Executive Commit- 
tee, the close cooperation of all members and the aid of our 
founders and advisers, whose knowledge ' of conditions in the 
United States will be invaluable to us, to realise the reac- 
tivation of Tikvah. 

Me hope therefore, that when the time cones - h by the 
rate with which our numbers are diminishing it becomes evi- 
dent that it is not far off - all connected with Tikvah f s 
fate will pitch in and do their utmost,

Now that the General Assembly of the U.N,0. has reconvened 
the Palestine issue will be one of several major problems which 
the delegates will have to disuass and finally decide, upon. Two 
sohenes have been proposed bjr the UNSCOP; 

1. ) Palestine will be made a federal state, with the JONO 
as the supreme ■ authority. An Arab as well as a Jewish province 
will be set un, with certain legislative rights and a limited 
amount of autonomy for the respective areas. The Jewish prov- 
ince will comprise the north of the country in general, while 
the Arabs will receive the south. 

2. ) Palestine will be divided into two completely separ- 
ate independent states, one Jewish and the other Arab, . Every 
state will oblige itself to cooperate economically with ihe ether 
The two states will be in somewhat the some boundaries as drawn 
up in the first plan. Jerusalem will bo administered by the 
UNO . 

The second plan deserves our attention as it is mostliihly 
to be realised under the leadership of the United States which 
has whole heart e dly consented to it. Although stiff opposition 
may be expected, especially from the Arab countries who condemn 
the plan on the ground that it is favourable to the Jews, we lave 
good reason to be optimistic this time, and we can safely say 
that not at any time of its 2000-year history in the diaspora _ 
has: the Jewish people been so near to the realisation of their 
dream: an independent and Jewish state in Palestine, 

The Jewish Agency has done the only reasona.ble thing; it 
has consented to the plan in a prudent way, in an effort to at 
least secure something real out of the ruMs of our expectation 
Jews all over the world -will closely watch the Palestine debate 
in the General Assembly, so Irltal to our national existence. We 
here can do nothing but hope that the delegates who will decide 
on our State may set aside" cold diplomatic calculations and act 
in the name of humanity under whose banner the last war has been 
fought , 

The world has a short memory , but these men should be aw- 
are of the fact that hundreds of thousands tragic victims of 
Nazi persecution still rot in DP camps in Europe, with Palestine 
their only goal closed to them. We Jews are confident that the 
young U.I'I.O , will respond to our basic and righteous claims for 
a free, independent Jewish State' ih Palestine*

However, genius cannot and would not he suppressed, -and 
when his parents hired a piano for Ira, his elder, brother , it 
v/as George who took piano lessons, and not Ira* Soon George 
got a -better tea.ch.er and made rapid progress. lie played cla- 
ssics, but when he was alone, he would play popular tunes, of 
which he was very fond. At 17, he had a job, as a hack-pianst 
in Tin-Pan Alley, and being in contact with the Hit Tunes of 
the day, he began to compose some of his own* Ho v/as introd- 
uced to Irving Berlin, then Broadway’s best known composer, & 
when he heard George’s songs, he got him a job which gave him 



the opportunity to write his own music.

become American folk-songs were turned out by Gershwin A con- 
sumed by a song-hungry public. George Gershwin wrote .music, 
and his brother Ira wrote the lyrics to his songs. The two 
were an indestructable team, Gershwin’s music lived in the 
hearts of his people, because it was taken out of their hearts. 
But George wanted to gon on to bigger things. He mot 
Paul V/hitenan. • Whiteman induced George to write a Jazz clas- 
sic, that w&uld be played at an All Jazz Cortcert, given b y 
him at the Aeolean Hall* Gersnwin worked at a tremendous pace 
and finally an enormous work, the ‘Rhapsody in Blue.’ was fin- 
ished* It was a pieco written for 2 pianos and orchestra. F* 
GrofS, whose association with Gershwin contributed much t o 
the letter’s success, orchestrated the piece. The Jazz oon- 
cert, nearly a flop, had the audience bringing the house down 
when Gershwin played his ‘Rhapsody’. Critics hailed his work as 
"something new", “unprecedented in the History of lifts ic”, and
